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"4. Bernburg (D76): As of 15 December 1946, the Bernburg airfield had 
been returned to lo¢al German authorities, who planned to break up 
the field, 


2. #Berseburg (DS1): The fencing in of a 2 x 2 kilometer area at the 
airfield began in late December 1946 and was continuing on 11 
January 1547. Sixteen watch towers are to be erected and the 
fenca will be equipped with high tension wiring. 
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Halle (092): Cn 20 January 31947 no aircraft were observed on this 
field, but it is known to be usad by courier and postal planes. 
Installations, hangars ari billets are intact and the field is in 
good condition. 


4. Nordhausen (b12): Although the runway of this field was in good 
condition and deemed suitable for operations when observed between 
20 and 22 January, barracks had been dismantled and the field 
evacuated.

Between seventy and eighty aircraft were 
observed, the majority of them PW-100's; this estimate aiso in= 
eluded about twenty R=5's and some L4 (number not reported) 
fighters. The field itsel? is approximitely one kilometer wide 
and three kilometers long. Hangars and grass runway are in sood 
condition, Searchlight installations are partiy fixed and pnartly 
mobile.

ll. Nevruppin (249): On or about 25 January, the Neuruppin eity 
administration was ordcred by the local commander to have the 
airfield cleared of debris and wrecked aircraft.

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15. Rechlin (033): The entire Rechlin area was evacuated on Soviet 


However, it 
was learned that some deinolition work is going on in Rechlin and 
it is believed these operations, in addition to dismantling, 
will render the airfield useless. No aircraft were observad in 
the vicinity at the end of January.

18. Grabow (152): The majority of the Soviet armored troops based 
on this field departed in December 2946, and oniy a few small 
units remain. There was no air activity in late January.
